WHOLE-MEAL SANDWICHES. 

Let's turn the calendar back a hun- 
dred and fifty years, or more—back 
to the eighteenth century, when the 
reckless Earl of Sandwich was mak- 
ing history. The Fourth Earl of 
Sandwich loved the gaming table: he 
was 50 me eremame fond of cards that 
he couldn’t tear himself away—no, 
not even long enough to satisfy the 
pangs of hunger. So, the story goes. 
the English earl ordered a slice of 
ham to be placed between two pieces 
of bread and brought to him. 


And thus the first sandwich was 
created, . 

Now I'm going to describe two 
menus with heafty sandwiches. I'm 
sure that either one of them would 
have satisfied the English earl. 

The first menu includes: Minced 
ham safidwiches, French toasted: 
cole slaw; sliced oranges; coconut 
cookies, and coffee. 

To make the minced ham sand- 
wiches. you mix some ham, minced 
ham. with enough white sauce to 
moisten thoroughly. Season it with 


+ little finely “chopped | onion or green | 


pepper, or with Worcestershire sauce, 
or ketchup. Then make your sand- 


wiches. Now they're ready for the 
French toasting. Dip them into a 
mixture of beaten egg and milk (one 
egg to one cup of milk). Then brown 
them in butter, in a frying pan. And 
serve them immediately, while they're 
sizzling hot. 

Here's a second sandwich menu: 
Toasted cheese, tomato, and bacon 
sandwiches; pickles and olives; raisin 
spice cake; tea or coffee. 

To make this sandwich, you ar- 
range slices of tomato on buttered 
bread. Then cover with thinly sliced 
American cheese, and over the top 
lace two or three slices of bacon.

bacon is crisp and the cheese partially 
melted. Serve immediately.

makings, of course—is a good sharp 
knife. A blunt-edged tool won't make 
neat slices of bread and meat, toma- 
toes, cucumbers, and so. on.

Springs, Refuses To Com- 
ment on Sales Tax.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., May 17. 
(/)—Governor Franklin D, Roosevelt, 
of New York, today waved aside com- 
ment upon former Governor Alfred 
LE, Smith’s “financial bo ghee for the 
present economic crisis” oatlined in 
an address last night, and resisted all 
pressure for an elaboration of his own 
ideas concerning depression relief.

Rear Admiral F. C. Billard,  pic- 


d|turesque commandant of the nation’s 


coast guard service died today, bring- 
ing to an end a sea career which made 
him «ne of the most admired men in 
Atlantic and Pacific waters. 

Death came at the age of 58 from 
complications following an attack of 
influenza. He had recovered some 
strength after a sinking spell yester- 
day, but failed to hold his ground, 
He died at his home here at 4 p. m, 

For eight years as commandant, 
Admiral Billard directed coast guard 
activities in its lifesaving “duties and 
constant fight against smugglers. seek- 
ing to bring contraband into the coun- 
try. He served longer than any other 


commandant. 

He knew the service in all of its 
phases, having served in Alaska wa- 
ters, on the Pacific, Atlantic and gulf 
coast. 

Admiral Billard entered the service 
in. 1894 and advanced through the 
ranks of commissioned officers until 
1924 when he was appointed com- 
mandant by President Coolidge. He 
was reappointed in 1928 and again 
last January.

LOST MAYAN RUINS 
BY ARCHAEOLOGIST 


NEW ORLEANS, May 17.—(UP) 
An amateur archaeologist of Dallas, 
Texas, who arrived here last night 
from Guatemala, announced tonight 
he had discovered a lost city of huge 
pyramids and stone buildings dating 
back to the Mayan empire, the first 
civilization on the American conti- 
nent, 

He is C. L. Lundell, graduate of 
Southern Methodist University of 
Dallas, and of Columbia University. 
He said he found the once great city 
in southern Campeche, republic of 
Mexico, bordering Yucatan, 

Dr. Franz Blom, director of mid- 
die American research for Tulane 
University, conferred with Lundell 
today and after viewing photographs 
and relics, declared the discovery was 
“a very important one.” 

He said the city contained more 
than 65 huge monuments, pyramids 
190 feet high, at least 100 hieroglyph- 
ics and large stone buildings. 

Commenting on the discovery, Dr. 
Blom said it formed the long-sought 
link between Mayan ruins in Guate- 
mala and others in Chitzen-Itza, 
which had previously been unearthed 
by explorers. It also extends the 
known boundaries of the once great 
Mayan empire 120 miles.

D. Stewart Patterson, in an ad 
dress, asserted the board makes “no 
such admission of a ‘tragic blunder’ ” 
and assailed wet propaganda for mis 
representing the youth of America as 
opposed to prohibition. 

rofessor Cell’s statement, ap- 
proved by the men’s council on Sune 
day as its official document, said the 
dry cause was fighting “with its back 
to the wall” and in grave peril of de 
feat. Some conference delegates later 
termed both the address and its adop- 
tion as “unwise.” 

Patterson cited the youth of Amer- 
ica as a bulwark against defeat on 
the prohibition cause. “It is an in- 
famous insult,” he said, “to say that 
the young people of today are drunk- 
en, debauched, gin soaked, hell raising 
generation.”

There is an old saying, handed down 
from the days of Whist, that scores 
of people are walking the Thames em 
bankment because they railed to lead 
trumps. A hand sent me the other 
day by Dr. H. T. Ellsworth, of Mo- 
naca Pa., suggests that there may be 
somebody pounding the pavements of 
that Pittsburgh suburb for a similar 
reason. Dr. Ellsworth, in submitting 
the hand below, remarked that it was 
very interesting to him as the first 
hand he had ever seen wherein a game 
contract was made in a suit, with 
never a lead of trumps from the first 
trick to the last.

NEW YORK, May 17.—Following 
momentary weakness at the opening, 


the demand improved, carrying many 
stocks above the previous day's highs. 
The absence of pressure was most en- 
couraging. 

A further advance in wheat was 
another favorable development. 

While bonds displayed some slight 
improvement, the advance was disap- 
pointing considering the better tone in 
stocks. 

The news today was of an adverse 
nature. Another drop in car loadings 
indicated business was not improving. 
The steel industry apparently is bare- 
ly holding stationary at its low rate 
of operations. 

Heaviness in government bonds con- 
tinued as a restraining influence on 
speculative interest. The market for 
equities maintained a firm tone, but 
it was apparent during the afternoon 
that occasional bulges invited fresh 
scattered offerings in sufficient vol- 
ume to hold the list in « limited price 
range. 

BETTER BUYING SEEN. 

Well informed observers are confi- 
dent that the market is. feeling the 
influence of a much better brand of 
buying than has been in evidence for 
some time. 

Ww atching reports on “buyers” and 
“sellers” as they appear through the 
day, these observers are able to dis- 
cern the more frequent appearance on 
the buying side of houses which have 
been doing little or nothing in the 
market for a considerable period. 


These firms in the past, it is point-' 


ed out, usually have acted as brok- 
ers for important banking and mar- 
Ket interests. 

Current buying does not follow the 
bulges; but has been important on the 
recurrent dips of late. 

OKLAHOMA OIL DECISION, 

Though oil stocks were slow to re- 
flect it, the decision handed down by 
the supreme court upholding the Okla- 
homa oil conservation law, under 
which proration of crude oil pro- 
duction on the basis of market de- 
mand has been applied, is a momen- 
tous development for the industry. 

As a result, the trend toward con-

KENTUCKY ‘SERFDOM’ 
S HIT BY ECONOMIST 


BALTIMORE, May 17.—()—Dr. 
Broadus Mitchell, of Johns Hopkins 
University, back home today from the 
borders of Bell county, Kentucky, 


where he went with members of the 
Civil Liberties Union, charged that 
‘“‘a state of feudaligm exists in the 
mining country of southeastern Ken- 
tucky, with the natives reduced to a 
state of serfdom comparable to med- 
iaeval times.” 

Dr. Mitehell, who is associate pro- 
fessor of economics at Johns Hop- 
kins, went into Kentucky with the 
commission sent out by the Civil Lib- 
erties Union to investigate conditions 
in the coal fields. 

The object of the trip, according to 
Dr. Mitchell, was fulfilled, in that 
the attention of the nation has been 
focused once more on the problems 
of the “serfs” who live in another 
age and world. 

“All freedom is suspended in Bell 
county,” Dr. Mitchell said, “‘but the 
authorities have not taken the steps 
to declare martial law, which would 
Be the logical thing to do. Things 
are out of hand and they might as 
well admit it and call in the national 
guard to establish order. 

“The authorities of Bell county 
have driven all’ opposition under- 
ground. The National Miners’ Union, 
a communist group, is working strenu- 
ously under cover, everybody is armed, 
and the entire county is sitting on 
dynamite.” 


MISSOURI STATE LIFE 


RECEIVERSHIP ENDED 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 17. 
(P)—The Missouri supreme court 
today voided the action of Circuit 
Judge Robert W. Hall, of St. Louis, 
who placed the Missouri State Life 
Insurance Company in temporary re- 
ceivership recently. 

Judge Hall acting on a_ petition 
filed by Jerome Duggan, St. Louis at- 
torney and small stockholder of the 
Missouri State Life, placed the com- 
pany in temporary receivership March 
29, but a provisional rule of prohibi- 
tion by the supreme court prevented 
the receivers from taking charge. The 
Missouri State is the largest insur- 
ance company west of the Mississippi 
river. 

Today the supreme court : handed 
down an order which merely said, “the 
provisional rules of prohibition 
against Judge Hall is made absolute. 
Written order to be filed later.” 

Duggan charged the company was 
mismanaged.
